Canada Tightens 
U.S.Money Control 


OTTAWA, May 26 —(CP)— Finance Minister Abbott, 
announced today a change in the foreign exchange control | 
regulation reducing from $100 to $10 the amount of U nited | 
States currency any Canadian resident may hold or take out | 
of Canada without a travel permit. 

Object of the change is to ensure that the United States 
currency earned in Canada through the tourist traffic will 
be turned over to the foreign exchange control board and 
“thus be available to meet the needs of Canadian economy.” 

The change will come into effect after a short initial 


period. 


In a statement the minister emphasized that no 


change was being made in the policy 


reasonable amount” of US funds available to Canadian 


residents for legitimate travel purposes. 
As in the past, residents would obtain necessary funds 


and 


permits for this purpose from the foreign exchange 


control board through the banks. 


MR. ABBOTT also emphasized 
that the new regulations would not | 
affect the ffeedom of sagen 
tourists to bring funds into Canaée | 
or to take home money not spent 
during their stay in the Dominion 

Previous regulations had permitt- 
ed Canadian residents to retain 
up to $100 in U. S. currency 
use it for travel purposes without 
the necessity of obtaining a permit 
These limits had been proposed 
when the foreign exchange control 
legislation was before parliament, 
and had been put into effect last 
September for a trial period

Stop the Slum-Trend 


People who live in Edmonton and other 
relatively young centres may well be inter- 
ested in a statement made the other day by | 
the head of a Montreal organization which 
has been formed to curb juvenile delinquency. 
The speaker, Mr. J. H. Poufrette blamed 
the “present rise” in juvenile crime on slum 
eonditions, in his own and other eastern 

Montreal is the largest and one of the 
oldest cities in Canada. This statement re- 
fers to conditions which already exist there, 
and to the influence those conditions are 
having on children. Mr. Poufrette says 
streets in the slum areas are breeding grounds 
of crime, and that these areas must be | 
éliminated if the present up-swing in crime is 
to be halted. In other words, unless the slums 
are cleaned up or cleared away crime will 
go on breeding there and juvenile delinquency 
will spread. 

It is no secret that congested conditions 
anywhere make for an unhealthy mora! 
atmosphere, to which children are peculiarly 
susceptible. The value of the statement cited 
is that it brings this general and generally 

accepted proposition down to specific terms 
It is a plain warning to younger cities that 
if they want to escape the consequences they 
had better deal with the cause now, and in 
whatever ways may be effective 
Edmonton people cannot free themselves 
of congestion quickly or easily. But they 
ean do something to combat the trend which 
commonly follows. They could, for instance, 
organize an association such has been formed 
in Montreal, but devoted rather to prevent- 
ing than to eliminating slum areas.

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Flood Control Plan

the east slope of the Rocky Moun- 
tain watershed is of great import- 
ancé not only to the province of 
Alberta but to the Dominion of 
Canada as a whole. And while 
the province will get the most 
visible benefits in the form of 
valuable timber resources and pos- 
sibly some water power develop- 
ments the entire economy of the 
prairies will profit. 

Tt is hardly necessary to ¢ex- 
plain to prairie people how im- 
portant moisture is to them, It 
is easy to see the benefits of irri- 
gation projects. Yet the economic 
future of the three western pro- 
vinees is more dependent upon the 
condition of the forests on the east 
slope of the Rockies than on any 
other factor. 

* & & 

THE HEAVY forests hold the 
heavy winter snows, piling them 
deep and letting them melt slowly 
throughout the spring and early 
summer, In heavily timbered land 
the melting is such a slow process 
that most of the moisture seeps 
into the ground instead of running 
off through streams to the rivers. 

Thus this eastern slope, properly 
forested, is like a giant sponge, 
soaking up the moisture which 
drains away through what can be 
best described as a system of 
underground rivers, where it main- 
tains the level of the water table 
on the prairies, 

If there is a constant supply of 
water from natures “sponge” the 
water table remains high. This not 
only provides the supply for thous- 
ands of wells across the prairies, 


of moisture in the subsoil which 
is as important to crop growth as 
rainfall. 

If, however, the forests on the 
eastern slopes are burned off or 
logged off then in the spring the 
winter snows melt too rapidly to be 
absorbed by the sponge and run 
off along surface channels. This re- 
sults in disastrous spring floods in 
our rivers, and what is more im- 
portant, the water which runs off 
this way doesn't get down into 
the underground rivers which main- 
tain the water table level. Thus 
the water table sinks all across 
the prairies, sloughs dry up, lakes 
recede, and rainfall is absorbed by 
the thirsty soil so quickly that the 
plants don’t get full value from it. 

* & 


THE ALARMING thing is that at 
the present time the prairies are 
showing evidence that the water 
table level is not being maintained. 
If this continues this whole west- 
ern country is in danger of becom- 
ing, instead of the bread basket of 
the world, another famous desert. 

It is planned by reforestation 
measures and flood control to re- 
store the forests which have been 
logged out or burned off and to 
conserve the ones which remain, 
This will not only insure a supply 
of lumber for the years ahead, not 
only retain the natural beauty 
of the country with its wild life, 
but also insure the continuing pros- 
perity of the western farmer. The 
money being spent should be con- 
sidered as a gilt edged investment 
which will yield big dividends.
